A roast seems to be a choice of 
meat for most special meals and in 
most families a roast is served at 
least once a week, 

Meat varies in quality and price 
according to the type of animal and 
also according to the different cuts 
from the same,animal, A roast is 
not necessarily one of the most e2x- 
pensive cuts. The end of the loin of 
pork, fresh or cured pork shoulder, 
chuck, round, or short ribs of 
beef and shoulder of lamb are good 
values in meat and may all be served 
as a roast if cooked by the right 
method, 

Tender cuts are best when cooked 
by dry heat at low temperature, 
These cuts require no added water 
and low temperature throughout the 
cooking period reduces shrinkage. 

The less tender cuts usually require 
some added water to aid in breaking

The home economist of the consum- 
er section, department of agriculture, 
suggest stuffed shoulder of lamb, 
sweet-sour beef and baked heart as 
good roasts that do not put too great 
a strain on the budget,

May Be First 
“White” Tribe 


PRINCE RUPERT. — Metlakatla, 
picturesque and historic native vil- 
lage 10 miles west of here, may soon 
become the first “white” Indian vil- 
lage in Canada, 


Culminating years of representa- 
tions and negotiations, an enfran- 
chisement board will convene at Met- 
lakatla, Nov. 8 for a hearing on the 
application of the Metlakatla band 
for enfranchisement as a whole. 

Compliance with the application 
would have the effect of making Met- 
lakatlans “white” people in all legal 
and citizenship respects, They would 
completely cast off the status and 
all the implications involved as 
wards of the Federal Government 
under the provisions of the Indian 
Act, 

While an amendment to the Indian 
Act, passed in 1933, provided for 
Such conversion in status, Metlakat- 
la is the first native community in 
Canada to make such an application.

rovincial treasury had another 
$2,866,968 and statisticians had 
a record for their books as a re- 
sult of sale by the Alberta Gov- 
ernment of povoun and nat- 
ural gas rights on eight quarter 
sections of land in the Redwater 
and Leduc oil field. ; 


Big feature of the sale was the 
$918,662.67 paid by Tanner and Co. 
Ltd, of Calgary for a single quarter 
section, Parcel 64 in the northwest 
section of the Redwater field. The 
land is close to Imperial Egremont 
No. 1, a big producing well. : 

The price was the highest ever 
paid for a quarter section of land in 
Alberta, eclipsing the $902,800 paid 
by British American Oil Co Ltd. at 
the previous oil rights sale Aug. 25. 

A syndicate composed of E. H. and 
C. R. Tanner of Calgary and their 
associates made the record bid. Only 
Canadian capital is behind the proj- 
ect, The Tanner brothers, who op- 
erate a nationally-known investment 
business in Calgary, said the land 
will be drilled and managed by a 
major oil company with full owner- 
ship remaining with the syndicate. 

The Calgary firm also paid $677,- 
267.17 for Parcel 65, a quarter sec- 
tion in the northwest corner of the 
Redwater field and near producing 
wells,
